The new comers iocludeAttwood, from the Strand 
Theatre, » comediao of copious though not redundant bumour - and 
above all Blanchard and Cony, two swordsmen, whose terrific com- 
bats recall those memorable exploits which were performed by the 
father of the first, and poor Bradigy, some twenty years since in 
the same srepa, Miss Emmeline Mootegue’s fortunate retention, 
needs no remark; quslified by youth, beauty, and talent, for a high 
and wide range of the most attractive characters, her mioistry must 
find a proud aod firm place by the glories of what, let us hope, will 
eventually prove ap undecaying shrine.
